Rugged Jack Palance, gor- 
geous Anita Ekberg and suave 
Nigel Patrick star in Columbia

Palance, possessed of one of 
Hollywood’s gorgeously villain- 
ous faces, this time plays an all- 
too-human private detective as- 
signed by an insurance company 
to recover a priceless gem stolen 
by an amateur crook. Complicat- 
ing the chase for Palance is the 
seductive Miss Ekberg, an inter- 
national thief also on the track 
of the diamond. 

The manhunt starts in New 
York, shifts into high gear in 
Lisbon, proceeds to Madrid, gets 
hot in Paris and reaches a cli- 
max on the boat-train to London. 
Palance catches up with his 
quarry, played by Patrick, but 
cannot make the arrest until he 
is certain as to the whereabouts 
of the missing diamond. On the 
other hand, there is the red-hot 
impact of La Ekberg, who, us- 
ing her considerable feminine 
wiles, attempts to coax Palance 
into moving over to her side of 
the law. In time, of course, Pal- 
ance finds the jewel and Miss 
Ekberg snares both him and it. 

As the determined private eye, 
torn between duty and the lure 
of a beautiful woman, Palance 
gives a realistic, muscular per- 
formance. Miss Ekberg is as 
gorgeous as ever, while Patrick 
is excellent as the mild-man- 
nered accountant who commits 
murder in order to steal, and 
keep, the priceless gem. An- 
thony Newley is delightful as 
Palance’s roving-eyed Spanish 
aide. 

“The Man Inside” was penned 
for the screen by David Shaw 
from the novel by M. E. Chaber. 
John Gilling directed and Harold 
Huth was associate producer. 
Irving Allen and Albert R. Broc- 
coli served as producers for Co- 
lumbia Pictures.

Can a director take direction 
from another director? The an- 
swer, states British actor-direc- 
tor Nigel Patrick, is “yes.’’ An 
established favorite on both 
sides of the Atlantic for his 
work in starring roles in “A 
Prize of Gold” and “Raintree 
County,” the international star 
recently found himself at a 
cross-roads; he had to decide 
whether or not to direct to the 
exclusion of straight acting. 

Then Patrick was offered a 
choice role as co-star with Jack 
Palance and Anita Ekberg in 
Columbia Pictures’ new Cinema- 
Scope suspense drama, “The 
Man Inside,” at the .......... 
Theatre. The part was an un- 
usual one, that of a mild-man- 
nered accountant who spends 15 
years of his life plotting the 
theft of a fabulously-expensive 
diamond because its beauty has 
become an obsession with him.
